The great Temple built to the 
glory of God by King: Solo 
was finished and ‘the King gave 
orders for the dedication, or bles- 
sing, of the holy place. He gave 
an order that all the ancients of 
Israel, all the heads of families 
and all the princes should attend. 
They obeyed, and came to. the 
city of David; on Mount. Sion, 
where the Agk of the Covenant 
still rested. priests took up 
the Ark respectfully upon their 
shoulders, and carried it to the 
place prepared for it in the holy 
of holies. There was nothing 
now in the Ark except the tab- 
lets of stone which Moses had 
received from God on: Mt. Sinai.
